The Food and Drug .Admin­ 
istration coupled a warning 
that many samples of the 
drug must still be in Ameri­ 
can homes with a disclosure 
that 3 cases of abnormalities 
have been reported in babies 
born to mothers wbo took 
thalidomide. 


Only one of these cases had 
been publicly known previous­ 
ly. It concerned a deformed 
child born in Cincinnati who 
died in her 11th month. The 
food and drug agency said the 
case is still under investiga­ 
tion. 
Study Carolina Case 
Also under investigation is

not been determined whether 
thalidomide was responsible 
for abnormalities in a still­ 
born child. 


In the third case, the drug 
was not used until the final

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The Gamble In India 


Resources Not 
Well Matched 


By WILLIAM 


F:ven under the best of cirrumstances, 
progress can be a difficult and painful thing 
to achieve. India is finding this out daily 
as she begins her third five-year plan of 
de\ elqpmenit. An ex[>enment in democracy, 
India offers the world an example of what 
free men can do to remove the scars of 
poverty, ill health and ignorance 
f r om 
their societies. But this great human experi­ 
ment is 
experiencing 
many 
difficultic:. 
Skills in industry, according to the Chris­ 
tian Science Monitor, are the major stum­ 
bling block. 
These are skills that India lai ks amonc 
the laboring force to run the giant industri­ 
al empire that the gov­ 
ernment seek:- to de­ 
velop. Russian. W e s t 
German 
and 
rnited 
States help has slowed 
down in the development of India’s c<>al 
and steel industry because of the uncer­ 
tainty of the future. What India has failed 
so far to do is match her physical plant 
with the technical skill needed to operate 
it. This has resulted in whole.sale admini - 
trative breakdowns in the management of 
the big industries. .\s a result there has 
been financial loss and a waste of availa­ 
ble manpower. 
The Monitor reports that the problem 
is not confined to steel and coal but can 
be found throughout man> segments of the 
economy, including transportation and com­ 
munications. India, therefore, has come up 
against a problem of mass imemplo> menl 
in the midst of untapped productive capac- 
it\. 
The I nited States, too, ha- some of 
this difiiculty but the problem for the two 
nations is not the same. There arc skills 
in this country suffirient to keep our pro­ 
duction running at full capacity. What we 
lack is sufficient market to absorb the 
products of industry. This is what we hope 
to help through a revamping of our foreign 
trade relations and expanded commerce 
with the European Common Market. 
★ 
For India, additional markets would not 
solve the problem. She has only half the 
ingredients of a sound productive system— 
the physical plant. As any businessman 
knows, there are many things which go 
into the successful operation of any ven­ 
ture and one of the major causes for fail­ 
ure is lack of administrative ability. India 
lacks this as well as a trained reservoir of 
skilled labor. Training programs for a la ­ 
bor pool in India have generally failed. 
Those trained in foreign lands have not al­ 
wa ys returned to India and those who have 
returned ha ve often found industry incapa­ 
ble of properly utilizing their skills. Mixed 
into the problem is the nationalization, gov-

ernment ownership, of many of the indus­ 
tries 
, 
Government direction of industry na.s 
discouraged private enterprise and led to 
animosity rather than cooperation between 
the public and private sectors of the econ­ 
omy. India, thus, is a land of many con­ 
flicts—a scmi-socialized democracy and a 
potential industrial force with widespread 
unemployment. .\t the crux of her trouble 
lie: the great ma ss of Indian people with­ 
out anv formal education and with no in- 
die.trial 
history. 
India is attempting to 
span in less than the average ma n’s life­ 
time what it has taken generations to ac- 
lornplish in other countries. And she is 
making the effort while the re.st of the 
world continues to move at a speed which 
is nothing short of fantaNtic. 


It is unfortunate that this nation is un­ 
able to bring the Indian problem into clear 
focus and be of real assistance to these 
millions of people. We cannot, of course, 
dictate to India what she needs to do but 
we could helpfully show her the way. give 
her if .she wants it the benefit of our in­ 
dustrial experience. Instead, we continue to 
emphasize that approach which now has 
her bogged dowm. 
India, too, needs time and time is some­ 
thing that is most difficult to buy today. 
The forces of tyranny are the time keep­ 
ers for the unstable societies of the world 
and they are hard taskmasters. Time does 
not work to their advantage so they make 
every etfoil to deny it to all those they 
can bring within their influence. 
They know, for instance, that the a c­ 
quisition of a reservoir of industrial skills 
is the product of many 
things. 
Men 
m u s t 
learn 
to 
read 
a n d 
write, learn the funda­ 
mentals of science and 
inathematii-s and come to live at ea se with­ 
in an industrial complex. This is a totally 
different way of life for a nation that has 
lived ba.sically off the land for century aft- 
ei- century and has found sustenance in 
the art.s and religion. India is still dealing 
with the generation that was born and 
raised in the old way of life. She has not 
yet had the chance to work with young 
people born to a new concept of life and 
with any appreciation of their destiny. 
It would seem that the two things that 
will determine the future of India will be 
a more widespread official recognition of 
the true nature of her problem and sufti- 
cit lit time in which to do something about 
it. 'I'his nation would do well to examine 
its role in the affairs of India and point 
its eiforts more in the direction of funda-

Ruads throughout Nebraska can carry 
one to many different points but many of 
them lead us into trouble—tinancial trouble. 
Never has there been heal'd more discus­ 
sion than there is today of the inadequa­ 
cy of our roads 
and 
highway 
system. 
Throughout the state there are demands for 
improved tarm to market roads, tor im ­ 
proved north-south routes and for hard sur­ 
facing into various recreational areas. 
There is little doubt that one of the big 
problems for the 19 63 Legislature is going 
to be a determination of what to do about 
this need and demand. Nebraska has been 
making progress in this area but still re­ 
mains far behind most other states. While 
expenditures have tripled or more witliin 
the past 10 years we have not met the de­ 
mands of increased travel and commerce. 
With the current push to attract tour­ 


ists to the state there is a new and grow­ 
ing call tor hard surfacing roads leading 
to the historic and recreational points of 
the state. There is simply no question that 
more such roads will have to be hard sur­ 
faced if we intend to pursue the tourism 
idea. And the matching program of state 
and local funds has failed to produce the 
desired results, mainly because it is an il­ 
logical conc ept to begin with. 
The compounding of traffic problems 
within cities is also adding fuel to the fire, 
with demands that the state a ssume a great­ 
er share of the responsibility for the move­ 
ment of non-local traffic through the metro­ 
politan centers. Nebraska is going to have 
to either find a new user tax, hike the pres­ 
ent seven cents gasoline tax or up the 
prnperty tax levy in order to provide the 
tunds tliat are needed to meet the roads 
and highway problems we have.

One may ask why is interchange 
between public and private electrical inter­ 
ests acceptable in the TV.A area and not 
in the Missouri Basin area?
